The Princeton Wildlife Area, sitting on 1,178 acres in northern 
scott County on the Mississippi River, is a habitat oasis ina sea 
Of S126 

First purchased by the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers in the 1930's 
from a levee district, the water, marsh and timber environment is 
a haven for several species of ducks, geese, pheasants, deer, musk- 
rat, mink, beaver and countless game birds. At its peak, the 348 
acre refuge on the south side of the PWA held 30,000 ducks and 
geese in the fall of 1982. An average of 3,000 to 4,000 ducks visit 
the refuge daily during migration season. 

In addition to the migratory waterfowl, several blue wing teal, 
mallards, woodducks and hooded mergansers have established resi- 
dent nests. 3 

The number of muskrat and mink varies; muskrat house counts show 
from 50 to 75 abodes each year. Each house contains fron two to 
four muskrats per litter and an average family can raise two or 
three litters a year. 

There is a moderate deer population in the southwest timber, near 
where 130 acres of corn are planted each year. Ten percent of the 
corn is left in row crops each winter to provide food for a variety 
of creatures. Forty acres of winter wheat in the north central area 
provide more food. 

"The area iS a critical stepping stone for migratory birds," said 
Bob Sheetz, wildlife biologist for the IOwa Conservation Commission 
in charge of the area. 

The ICC took license to manage the area from the Corps of Engineers 
in the early 1950's. The PWA is small compared to other wildlife 
areas such as Green Island(3,000 acres) and Pleasant Creek(2,600) 
acres, both upriver in Jackson County. 

A boundary dike was begun in the 1920's when the lock and dam 
system came into being. The Corps bought a pump in the early 1950's 
to add 12 to 18 inches of water to the marsh in the fall. 

"But the pump is too small," Sheetz said. "Sometimes it pumps for 
a month straight to add water." As a result, a new pump with a 
wider diameter pipe is expected to be in place by next fall. 

In 1982, the levee was reconstructed. Much of the tree roots and 
beaver dams that cause water to leak out were removed, solidifying 
the dike. With the addition of more water and a better dike, another 
~100 acres of marshland will be created. 

Siltation is not usually a problem at the PWA, Sheetz said. 

"Tt's protected by the levee," he said. "Eight out of 10 years, 
it's totally protected from silt. It has a high water quality and 
produces a lot of food in the form of vegetation for wildlife."

SAY SUNDAY PARADE 


As far as Hilding Lund is concerned, Sunday is going to be 
just "another day' in Princeton. A day im which the town will 
be full of wonderful people having a lot of fun. 

"Princeton is one great town," said Lund, 83, who will serve 
as Grand Marshal of the Princeton Day Parade Sunday morning. 1 
spent 50 years doing business in that town so I should know." 

"There's no doubt we're going to have a lot of fun. We always 
do in Princeton." 

Lund is practically a legend in the Mississippi River town, 
Known by many for the "nickel pops" he used to sell at his car 
dealership, and also for the thousands of stockings he donated 
to area families at Christmas. 

In 1939 itt was Lund who Originated the Princeton Santa Claus 
by furnishing stockings filled with toys, candy and refreshments 
and much of the community is unaware that Lund is the "grand- 
daddy": of the early event. 

"For those who know Hilding, his love for the people and the 
town of Princeton is very apparent," said Joyce Brockhouse, co- 
Chairman of the Princeton Days festival. "I'm sure that each day 
of his life has been filled with happiness because of what he did 
for so many people." 

"During a visit with him you can see his eyes sparkle with the 
warmth of memories and the possiblities that still lie ahead for 
ways in which he can continue to share himself." 

Hilding Lund has lived an eventful and sometimes illustrious 
life. Folling are some highlights of his years in Princeton. 

1924-Hilding started repairing farm machinery and vehicles in 
the garage of his parent's farm 4% miles west of Princeton. His 
ability as a good mechanic became well known. 

1927-He bought the building in Princeton known as H.E.Lund Garage 
and Implement. He then started selling implements and hired one 
other mechanic. He had an old Car, since he couldn't afford a truck, 
and he took the back off and revamped the vehicle by making a box 
bed to haul machinery and parts. 

1931-He married Thelma Pietscher and they had one daughter, 
Joyce Mears, who lives in McLean, Va. Hilding has two granddaught- 
ers, Stephanie, a recent graduate of Richmond University and Susan, 
a junior in high school. | 

Thelma passed away in 1975 and he married Dorothy Holdorf in 1977. 

1939-He started making doughnuts and coffee every October to un- 
veil the new Chevrolet models. This was a yearly event. 

1939-On his birthday, Dec.21, he Originated Santa Claus coming 
to his "garage". He also furnished stockings of toys, Candy and 
refreshments for adults as well. He would order 1000 stockings and 
whatever was left he would donate to the Lutheran and Presbyterian 
Churches. 

After Santa's visit he would have a big dinner party for about 
100 people, including family, friends and Salesmen. 

1962-Hilding held his lst "Lund's Day". Pancakes, sausage, brats 
and spirits were served with a band Playing from late afternoon 
until late at night. This was Hildings way of Saying "thanks" to 
Many people. This too, became a yearly event.

Hilding Lund has earned quite a few titles during his years of 
living and working in Princeton. 

He's been dubbed the Princeton Santa Claus, the Princeton Man 
of the year, the Pop Man and even the grand marshal at this summer's 
Princeton Days parade. 

Tt's safe to say Lund has made a career out of giving his all to 
the Iowa community upsteam from the Quad-Cities, from friendly and 
honest customer service at his farm implement and car dealership 
to the thousands of Christmas stockings he passed out each year to 
area families. 

Princeton Mayor Dave McLaughlin spares no praise when talking 
about Lund. 

"There's no doubt. Hilding's done alot for Princeton over the 
years," he says, showing a visitor the building where Lund operated 
H.E. Lund Garage & Implement for 5/7 years. 

Now, at age 83, Lund has finally settled down a bit and let some 
of the traditions he started be carried on by others - in some cases, 
entire civic groups do the work Lund used to do alone. He still keeps 
an active eye on events all over Scott County and loves to reminisce 
about the many good things that have happened in his life. 

And as for his obvious adoration of Princeton and its people, he 
explains simply, "These are good people, wonderful people." 

"T was a lover of kids," he says while relaxing with his wife, 
Dorothy, in their comfortable home overlooking the Mississippi River. 
He enjoyed running the place in town where the kids liked to hang 
out. He cultivated their friendship and they returned it by watching 

his business when he was gone to make sure it wasn't burglarized. 

He became known as the Pop Man because he served nichol soda pops 
when they were 15¢ everywhere else. 

The Santa Claus reputation started in 1939, when he began bring- 
ing a Santa to his garage on his birthday, December 21, for a big 
Christmas party. He would supply refreshments and order 1,000 stock- 
ings filled with toys and candy to be passed out for Christmas. 

Any stockings left over from the party were given to local churches 
to be passed. out for Christmas. 

After Santa's visit, Lund would serve a big dinner to familiy, 
friends and his salesmen. He sometimes served up to 260 turkey 
dinners” in one night. 

The Lions Club and other local groups took over the yearly Santa 
Claus event when Lund sold the farm implement business in 1975 and 
then retired from his accompanying Chevrolet dealship business in 1980. 

He also started the annual "Lund's Day in 1962, when residents were 
invited to his garage for a day of dancing and eating as his way of 
saying thanks to the community. 

Hilding also is a former Scott County supervisor and has served 
on the Scott County Library Board, Salem Lutheran Cemetery Board 
and Pine Knoll Health Care Board. He's a lifelong member of Zion 
Lutheran Church in Princeton.

O'Malleys take place at front of Princeton parade

William O'Malley was a crew member of a B-24 "Liberator" 
bomber when it went down over enemy territory bach in 1945. 

O'Malley managed to survive a hairy parachute jump, a frost- 
bitten foot, and a nazi detention camp before he was freed at 
the end of World War II. 

This Sunday, O'Malley and his wife, Lois Suiter O'Malley, 
will be honored by the community of Princeton, as they take 
their places as grand marshals of the "Grand Old River Days" 
parade. The event, which, Lois promises will be attended by 
the entire O'Malley clan, is part of the Princeton Days cele- 
bration. 

Bill, a retired lawyer, is a davenport native who moved to 
the riverside community in 1964. His wife, an interior, is a 
native of Princeton. 

During a chat with the couple on the deck of their beauti- 
ful home overlooking the Mississippi, Bill recalled his stint 
in the Air Force during the waning days of war. From their 
base in Italy, Bill and his fellow crew members flew missions 
into southern Germany, Yugoslavia and Austria. 

It was early 1945 when the crew of about 13 took off for a 
"routine" mission to Vienna. "We lost an engine while we were 
Still over enemy territory," he said. "A little while later, 
we lost another engine." 

Mountainous regions stood between the crew and its home 
base, and the plane was losing altitude. "We couldn't make 
it back::! 

Bill-who, like the others in his group, had received only 
the most basic training in parachuting--bailed out of the 
plane. To prevent the enemy from taking possession of the 
craft, it was placed on auto pilot so it would eventually 
Crash, he said. 

O'Malley's chute had opened properly, but he found himself 
haeding for a large stream. "I decided I'd try to land short 
of it, so I collapsed part of the chute" to accelerate the 
landing, he noted. It worked. He landed unscathed, but minus 
one boot. 

Bill knew that enemy soldiers had certainly seen the group 
decending (parchutes aren't hard to spot). Luckily, he land- 
ed near a wooded area and was able to hide from a group of 
German soldiers who were heading in his direction. 

Bill was unprepared for a winter trek through the Austrian 
countryside, his unprotected foot exposed to the frigid cold. 
He wandered the countryside for four days before spotting an 
aging German in a military uniform. Knowing the odds of es- 
caping to Allied-held country in his condition were slim, Bill 
decided to surrender to the man. 

"The soldier——-he looked like what I 'd call a ‘home guard'-—-—- 
took me to his home," O'Malley recalled. The soldier and his 
wife fed the "prisoner" and treated him well, he said. 

O'Malley--who spoke hardly any German-managed to convey that 
he was from IOwa. Ironically, the couple had a son who had 
been captured by the Allies and was a prisoner in Red Oak,Iowa.

Lois said Bill assured them that their son was being cared 
for there. That was welcome news from the "captive" and cer- 
tainly didn't diminish his chances for humane treatment from 
the enemy soldier. "He really surrendered to the right person," 
she said. 

O'Malley was taken to a small, German installation and turn- 
ed over to the authorities. He then was taken by train to a 
prison at WetzZlar, which served primarily as an interrogation 
area and temporary holding facility. 

Bill's foot, sererely damaged by frostbite, was treated by 
a local German doctor who came to the prison once a week--on 
his bicycle. The prisoners knew the war wasn't going well for 
the Germans, because the doctor often reported that he was 
being shot at on his way to and from the installation, indica- 
ting the Allies were closing in. 

O'Malley was forced to remain in prison just a few months 
before the Germans surrendered. And they never got around to 
sending him to one of their notorious stalags. 


"They were pretty busy with other things at the time," Lois 
added.

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Neighbors hope Davenport’s efforts will eliminate odors 


ee Plant’s smell drives 
residents indoors

QUAD-CITY TIMES 


Rod Conner says odors are wafting from 
Sludge piles at Davenport’s Water Pollution 
Control plant and are fouling up his early 
morning jogging. 

Plant manger Jim Resnick told aldermen 
last week that the odor problem has been elim- 
inated by applying lime to the sludge. 


Conner and some of his neighbors dis- - 


agree. 

They say the odor is not constant, but it 
can be so offensive at times that it keeps them 
inside their houses in west Davenport. 

Last weekend the odors were particularly 


pungent, said Linda Lytle, 3209 Orchard Ave. , 


‘who lives about 1'2 miles from the plant at 


2606 S. Concord St. 

“My son came out to play and he turned 
back and came in the house, holding his nose. 
He said, ‘Mom, it smells like a pig pen.’ ”” 

Mrs. Lytle said she takes a whiff outside 
before deciding whether to hang her laundry. 

“You smell it a lot of times when it’s hot 
and muggy,” said Shelly Meier, 3213 Orchard 
Ave. 

She said she hasn’t noticed the odor re- 
cently because she is staying inside her air- 
conditioned house. 

“People notice it more on the weekend 


when they have a barbecue or they are out on 


their patios,’ Conner said. 
Assistant City Administrator Dee Bruem- 


mer said, “‘We are doing everything in our 
power to limit the odor to the plant site.” 


She met with plant employees this past 
week to ensure that odor elimination is a top 
priority. ““We’re going to do what it takes to 
eliminate odor from the neighborhoods.” 


That odor problem will disappear once a 
compost facility is built. There, the sludge will 
be combined with yard waste and converted to 
compost. | 


But the Scott Area Solid Waste Manage- 
ment Commission is having difficulty finding 
a spot to build the project because of opposi- 
tion from potential neighbors. 


Meanwhile, the sludge must be hauled to a 
landfill in the Illinois Quad-Cities. Space limi- 
tations at the Scott County Landfill prevent it 
from being hauled there. 


City tries recycling a house 


While you are carefully recy- 
cling aluminum cans and paper 
bags, the city of Davenport is 
recycling a house. 

It is part of a composting 
experiment to determine 
whether construction materials 
can be mixed with sludge to 
create compost. 

Just how do you recycle a 
house? Take the demolished 
remains, put them in a huge 
tub grinder and then mix them 
with sludge, Assistant City Ad- 
ministrator Dee Bruemmer 
said. 

The ingredients have to be 


carefully mixed and com- 
posted. Ultimately, the mixture 
will become a soil substitute. 

The experiment is happening 
behind Davenport’s Water Pol- 
lution Control Plant. | 

“Construction and demoli- 
tion material is a land-filler. It’s 
bulky, it’s big and it takes up a 
lot of space,” Bruemmer said. 

Cities all over the country 
are experimenting with lots of 
creative recycling methods. 

“In Minnesota, they were 
composting municipal solid 
waste. They used it for highway 
restoration,” she said.

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Weather Office 
to relocate at 
Mt. Joy airport 


by Timothy Connors 

The National Weather Service has opted 
to move its Quad-City Area Weather Fore- 
casting Office to the Davenport Municipal 
Airport from its current site at the Moline 
Airport. 

Construction should begin within two 
months. A 5,500 square-foot forecasting 
office and a 550 square-foot building to in- 
flate weather balloons will be located on a 
10-acre plot at the intersection of Harrison 
and Airport Entrance Road. 

Hendricks Real Estate Properties, a Be- 
loit, Wisconsin company, has been con- 
~ tracted to undertake the project. Hendricks 
will own the property and lease it to the 
federal government. 

The structures should be completed by 
August 1994. Occupancy of the buildings 
should begin after a WSR-88D radar - the 
latest in Doppler radar technology - is in- 
stalled that November. 

The staff at the Davenport station will 
include 23 people, including hydro-meteo- 
rological technicians, electronics techni- 
cians, meteorologists and two secretaries. 
The station will be used to forecast locally, 
coordinate area severe weather warnings
